RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  steady  to 
500  higher  for  the  week  at  most  midwest  markets. 
Good  and  Choice  slaughter  cattle  predominated 
in  receipts.  The  number  of  steers  and  heifers 
sold  out  of  first  hands  for  slaughter  at  the  7 
markets  totaled  105,638  compared  with  82,856 
the  previous  holiday  week  and  113,486  a  year 
earlier.  Slaughter  cows  were  strong  to  500 
higher  at  most  points.  Feeder  cattle  and  calves 
sold  mostly  steady.  Sharp  early  price  advances 
on  barrows  and  gilts  were  partially  erased  late 
in  the  week  as  marketing  expanded  to  leave 
closing  sales  steady  to  500  above  the  previous 
Friday.  Sows  were  25-750  higher.  Slaughter 
lambs  found  good  demand  and  sold  firm  to  500 
higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Livestock 
trading  in  the  first  full  marketing  week  of  1962 
was  largely  dominated  by  weather  conditions. 
Severe  cold  and  snow  disrupted  the  normal 
marketing  pattern,  and  was  the  major  factor  in- 
fluencing prices.  Though  cattle  receipts  in- 
creased compared  with  the  previous  holiday 
shortened  week,  supplies  were  smaller  than  the 
corresponding  week  last  year.  Good  to  average- 
Choice  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  formed  the 
bulk  of  salable  supplies,  although  the  percent- 
age of  feeders  increased  at  some  markets  follow- 
ing the  holiday  lull  in  marketings  of  such 
stock.  The  percentage  of  cows  in  receipts  was 
smaller  than  usual  at  some  markets  due  to  the 
severe  weather.  Slaughter  steers  declined 
early  in  the  week  at  most  markets  when  receipts 
proved  comparative^'  large.  But  the  trend  was 
reversed  later, on  weather  curtailed  supplies, 
and  for  the  week  steers  closed  steady  to  500 
higher.  Heifers  were  also  steady  to  500  higher, 
some  Choice  and  Prime  750  higher  in  Chicago. 
Cows  sold  generally  strong  to  500  higher  and 
bulls  largely  steady  to  500  higher.  Twelve 
market  supplies  of  slaughter  calves  and  vealers 
were  down  nearly  40  percent  from  the  correspond- 
ing week  a  year  ago,  and  prices  were  strong  to 
$1.00  higher  in  St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis.

with  a  few  loads  Prime  $28.50-28.75.  At  other 
midwest  centers,  some  high-Choice  and  mixed

with  Prime  to  $27.75  at  Sioux  City.  Bulk  Choice 
steers  $24.75-26.50,  Good  $22.00-25.00.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 


were  only  moderately  increased  over  the  holiday- 
shortened  period  last  week.  Snow  blocked  roads 
in  some  areas  and  extremely  cold  temperatures 
were  primary  factors  influencing  the  moderate 
supplies.  Adverse  weather  conditions  limited 
country  buyer  attendance  and  made  handling  of 
cattle  more  difficult  with  the  general  effect  of 
restricting  the  demand  somewhat.  However,  sup- 
plies were  not  overly  large  in  relation  to  the 
restricted  demand  and  at  most  markets  the  outlet 
was  broad  enough  to  absorb  the  moderate  numbers 
at  steady  prices.  Some  exceptions  were  at  Sioux 
Falls  and  Sioux  City  where  prices  declined 
5O0-$1.OO.   Good  and  Choice  cattle  and  calves 
predominated  in  the  run  at  terminal  markets. 
Several  shipments  of  Choice  and  Fancy  as  well  as 
scattered  consignments  of  Medium  were  also  of- 
fered .

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Major  price  ad- 
vances were  recorded  on  barrows  and  gilts  the 
first  three  days  of  the  week  when  extreme  winter 
weather  held  a  tight  rein  on  the  supply  of  hogs. 
As  the  weather  moderated  Thursday  and  Friday, 
marketings  of  barrows  and  gilts  were  sharply 
expanded  end  a  large  share  of  the  early  price 
upturn  was  erased .  Barrows  and  gilts  closed 
steady  to  500  higher,  except  steady  to  250 
lower  at  Chicago.  Sow  prices  held  early  ad- 
vances to  close  mostly  25-750  higher.  Sow 
supplies  at  the  8  markets  at  7  percent  were  3 
percent  less  than  the  preceding  week.  The  aver- 
age weight  of  barrows  and  gilts  at  the  8 
markets  at  234 #  compared  with  236$  the  previous 
week  and  238#  a  year  ago.  Receipts  at  the 
twelve  markets  were  7  percent  larger  than  the 
holiday  shortened  period  a  week  ago,  and  8  per- 
cent less  than  the  run  a  year  earlier.

Extreme  cold  and 
drifting  snow  curbed  receipts  and  prompted 
price  advances  through  Wednesday.     However, 
weather  conditions  moderated  later  in  the  week 
and  marketings  increased  influencing  lower 
trends.     Late  sales  of  barrows  and  gilts  were 
15-25£  higher  than  the  previous  Friday;     sows 
mostly  50#  higher.

BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 
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Completed  sales  of  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  were  insignificant  in  the  Boston  market 
at  steady  prices.  Supplies  were  very  scarce. 

Trade  in  woolen  wools  and  noils  was  slow 
with  prices  on  woolen  wools  advancing  about  30. 
Greasy  pulled  wools  were  in  demand  for  combing 
use  while  scoured  pulled  wools  were  moved  for 
woolen  mill  consumption.  Sales  of  noils  for 
import  from  Bradford  were  extremely  limited 
in  the  local  market  although  choice  lister 
noils  were  in  demand. 

Movement  in  the  domestic  primary  markets 
was  very  small.  Occasional  lots  of  fall  wools 
moved  in  Texas. 

Cabled  reports  from  the  opening  sale  at 
East  London,  South  Africa  January  8  showed  a 
poor  selection  of  offerings  with  the  market 
very  firm.  Auctions  resumed  at  Vanganui,  New 
Zealand  on  January  10  with  the  Continent  domi- 
nating and  Bradford  abstaining.  Medium  wools 
were  irregular  with  coarse  wools  very  firm. 
A  fair  volume  of  greasy  60s  to  64s  Australian 
wools  were  sold  at  private  treaty  for  shipment. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Trade  in  fleece  wools  con- 
tirrued  dormant. 

Territory  Wools  -  Activity  in  territory 
wools  was  stagnant. 

Texas  Wools  -  A  few  cars  of  fall  wool  sold 
in  Texas  at  an  estimated  clean  cost  ranging 
from  950-1.00  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  Occasional  lots  of  adult  mohair 
brought  750  to  the  warehouse  while  the  local 
market  remained  dormant.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Choice  and  Prime   steer 
■beef  was   steady   to  25<<  higher  at  New  York  while 
Good  grade  beef   sold   steady   to  50«!  lower.      Steer 
beef   at  Philadelphia  was  weak  to   50i  lower  while 
other  Eastern  Seaboard  markets  were   steady,   in- 
stances strong  at  Baltimore.      Cow  beef  held  mostly 
steady,   except  at  Philadelphia  where  prices  ad- 
vanced 5Orf-$1.00.     Veal  and  calf   sold  strong  to 
$5.00  higher  with  the  least  upturn  at  New  York 
and  Washington.     Lamb  prices  were  mostly  steady. 
Pork  loins  advanced  $2.00-5.00,    some  closing 
sales  up  $6.00.     Other  pork  cuts  were  steady  to 
$5.00  higher  at  all  markets  except  fresh  skinned 
ham6  $1.00-3.00  lower  at  Washington. 

Kosher  dressed  steer  forequarters  sold 
steady,   but  veal,   calf  and  lamb  kosher  fronts 
were  $1.00  higher. 

Supplies  were  mostly  normal.     Receipts  of 
veal   showed  p.  small  overall   increase  while  beef 
and  lamb  unloads  were  a  trifle  curtailed  at  New 
York.     Clearance  was  mostly  complete  at  Eastern 
markets  as  buyers  were  active   at  the  close.     De- 
mand for  beef  was  good  with  demand  on  rounds  and 
chucks  the  broadest.     Rounds  and  chucks  sold 
higher  in  contrast  to  weak  to  lower  trend  on  ribs 
and  loins.     Carcass  price  levels  were  fairly  well 
maintained.     Veal   end  calf   outlet  was  only  fair, 
but  a  rather  limited  supply  was  a  supporting 
price  factor.     Bulk  of  the  volume  consisted  of 
Good  grade  and  below.     Lamb   was  moderately  active 
under  mostly  fair  demand.       The  trade  on  pork 
was  very  active     at  all  markets  as  most  cuts  were 
featured  at   retail  for  week-end  sales.

Offerings  were  moderate   in  the  beef,   lamb 
and  fresh  pork  divisions.     Good  and  Choice  con- 
prised  the  bulk  of  beef  supply.     Lamb  carcasses 
rveraging  55-65#  were  most  plentiful.     Early 
there  were  more  veal  available  than  normal,   how- 
ever,   supplies  shortened  considerably  and  numbers 
were  limited  from  midweek  on. 

Demand  was  rather  narrow  for  carcass  beef  in 
local  wholesale  houses.     For  the   second  straight 
week,    ribs  and  loins  were   slow  with  price   trends 
weak.     Arm  and  squarecut  chucks  and  rounds  found 
ready  outlets,  with  fractional  gains  on  chucks. 
Veal   trade  was  only  moderately  active  but  reduced 
supplies  and  higher  costs  advanced  prices  rather 
sharply.     With  the  exception  of  one  week  when 
prices  were   steady,   veal  has  worked  higher  since 
the  last  week  in  November  1961  and  current  levels 
are  the  highest   since  last  spring.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  DECEMBER  31,  1961 

Red  meats  totaled  488  million  pounds  on  January  1,  up  2  million  from  a  month 
earlier.  These  stocks  were  15  percent  above  those  of  January  1,  1961  but  were 
virtually  the  same  as  the  5-year  average.  The  net  gain  of  2  million  pounds  com- 
pares with  an  increase  of  13  million  during  December  1960  and  the  average  increase 
of  48  million  pounds.  Beef  stocks  at  199  million  pounds,  were  17  percent  above 
January  1,  1961  and  8  percent  above  the  5-year  average.  A  3  million  pound  net  re- 
duction in  beef  during  December  compares  with  a  1  million  pound  increase  a  year  ago 
and  the  December  1956-60  average  gain  of  17  million  pounds.  Holdings  of  pork 
totaled  206  million  pounds  on  January  1,  a  net  increase  of  13  million  pounds  during 
December  1961,  compared  with  17  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  in- 
crease of  28  million  pounds.  Total  frozen  pork  increased  15  million  pounds  to  168 
million  pounds  but  total  cooler  pork  declined  2  million  pounds  to  38  million  pounds 
on  January  1.
